PENN  ASYLUM  FOR  INDIGENT  WIDOWS 

AND  SINGLE  WOMEN. 


At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Managers  of  the  “  Penn 
Asylum,”  held  in  West  Street,  above  Wood,  January  19, 
1858,  the  following  Annual  Report  of  the  Acting  Com¬ 
mittee  was  read  and  adopted.

REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  submit  their  fourth 
Annual  Report — and  feel  truly  grateful  for  the  assistance 
that  has  been  so  kindly  afforded  by  the  generous  public, 
through  whose  aid  they  have  been  enabled  to  purchase  a 
more  commodious  house,  in  which  are  now  thirty  inmates, 
enjoying  all  the  comforts  of  home  under  the  care  of  our 
excellent  Matron.  The  teachings  and  consolations  of  the 
Gospel  of  Truth  have  been  freely  dispensed  to  them  by 
pious  men,  whose  office  it  is  to  go  about  doing  good. 

This  Society  was  founded  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  in¬ 
digent  women.  It  recognises  no  sectarian  preferences — 
the  only  requisites  for  participation  in  its  charities  are, 
advanced  age,  destitution,  and  meritorious  character.  No 
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one  is  admitted  who  has  not  passed  the  limit  of  sixty  years, 
whose  means  are  not  altogether  inadequate  to  her  support, 
and  whose  character  and  habits  are  entirely  without  re¬ 
proach. 

It  is  especially  designed  to  furnish  an  asylum  for  those 
whose  earlier  years  have  been  passed  in  more  elevated 
walks  of  life,  and  whose  experience  has  not  therefore 
inured  them  to  the  struggles  of  penury. 

To  all  whom  it  receives  it  supplies  a  home  during  life, 
abundant  food,  comfortable  clothing,  and  kind  attendance; 
watching  over  them  in  sickness,  and  administering  to  their 
wants  in  a  filial  spirit. 

It  is  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  ladies  annually 
chosen  for  that  purpose,  who  visit  the  Institution  at  least 
three  times  every  week,  carefully  inspecting  the  condition 
of  its  inmates,  and  providing  for  their  wants. 

Its  resources  are  in  a  great  degree  derived  from  indi¬ 
vidual  contributions;  the  stated  annual  subscriptions  be¬ 
ing,  as  yet,  insufficient  to  meet  the  indispensable  expendi¬ 
tures.  This  absolute  dependance  of  the  Society  upon  the 
public,  forms  the  proper  apology  for  this  brief  sketch  of  its 
’  existence. 

While  in  the  old  building,  we  were  constantly  obliged 
to  refuse  numerous  applications  for  admission,  on  account 
of  our  means  and  accommodations;  we  therefore  resolved 
to  hold  a  Fair,  and  appropriate  the  proceeds  to  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  more  commodious  house. 

Accordingly,  the  Fair  was  held  at  Jayne’s  Hall,  Ches- 
nut  street,  the  last  week  in  May,  1857,  the  total  receipts 
of  which  amounted  to  1878  dollars  and  58  cents;  leaving 
us,  after  paying  200  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  Hall,  the 
handsome  sum  of  1678  dollars  and  58  cents. 

We  also  held  a  public  meeting  a  short  time  previous  to 
the  Fair,  at  Handel  and  Haydn  Hall,  Eighth  and  Green, 
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at  which  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  citizens  through  the 
Revs.  J.  Chambers  and  P.  Coombe,  and  a  collection  was 
taken,  amounting  to  100  dollars;  leaving  us  85  dollars, 
after  paying  15  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  Hall. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  received  the  following  do¬ 
nations  towards  the  purchase  of  a  house: — From  David 
Garrison,  per  Mrs.  Lee,  50  dollars;  and  from  Mrs.  Mason, 
donations  collected  by  her,  42  dollars  and  50  cents. 

We,  feeling  strengthened  by  our  success,  and  believing 
truly  that  the  hand  of  Providence  was  with  us  in  our  un¬ 
dertaking,  determined,  after  consulting  with  our  trustees, 
to  purchase  the  Austin  property  in  West  street  above 
Wood,  which  wras  offered  for  sale  at  the  time.  This  pro¬ 
perty  consists  of  a  fine  old  mansion,  40  feet  square,  and  a 
lot  70  feet  front  on  West  street,  extending  in  depth  75  feet. 
It  belonged  to  Mr.  Cooley,  and  was  purchased  of  him  for 
the  sum  of  6000  dollars. 

Mr.  Cooley  making  us  a  donation  of  1000  dollars,  and 
2000  dollars  we  paid  him  in  cash,  leaves  a  debt  of  3000 
dollars  against  the  property. 

We  made  an  addition  of  a  new  kitchen  to  the  building, 
and  some  necessary  repairs,  amounting  in  all  to  $816.37. 
Through  the  kindness  of  several  business  men  of  our  city, 
we  were  enabled  to  paper  and  furnish  the  house  in  a  com¬ 
fortable  manner,  almost  entirely  free  of  expense.  The 
building  gives  us  ample  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
thirty  inmates. 

On  the  first  of  October,  we  removed  the  inmates  of  the 
old  house,  at  the  corner  of  Franklin  Avenue  and  Crown 
street,  thirteen  in  number,  to  our  new  house.  Applica¬ 
tions  at  once  poured  in  to  the  number  of  forty,  more  than 
we  could  accommodate;  but  they  nearly  all  had  to  suffer 
disappointment,  as  the  applications  we  had  on  hand  were 
sufficient  to  fill  the  house. 
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The  Dedication  of  our  new  house  took  place  on  the  8th 
of  October.  Mayor  Vaux  presided,  and  the  ceremony  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  Gaston.  Addresses  were 
delivered  by  the  Revs.  J.  Chambers  and  P.  Coombe,  and 
closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  D.  Valiant. 

Collections  were  taken  to  the  amount  of  $34.35.  Dona¬ 
tions  received  as  follows:  Mrs.  Wilmington,  $1.00;  Mrs. 
Stockham,  $5.00 ;  Mrs.  Moult,  $5.00 ;  making  in  all 
$45.35. 

A  Dedication  Supper  was  provided  at  our  own  private 
expense.

EXTRACTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  “  The  Penn  Asylum” 
for  Indigent  Widows  and  Single  Women,  of  the  District 
of  Kensington,  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  female  who  will  pay  the  sum  of  one  or  more  dol¬ 
lars  annually,  shall  become  a  member  of  this  Society ; 
and  upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  shall  be  a  life 
member. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Any  indigent  Widow  or  single  Woman,  of  not  less  than 
sixty  years  of  age,  and  of  good  moral  character,  may  be 
admitted  into  the  Asylum  by  the  payment  of  sixty  dollars, 
and  furnishing  a  good  bedstead  and  bedding,  and  furniture 
for  a  room,  or  by  the  payment  of  seventy  dollars  without 
the  furniture. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

First. — Any  indigent  Widow  or  single  Woman,  of  not 
less  than  sixty  years  of  age,  and  of  good  moral  character, 
may  be  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  upon  the  payment  of 
sixty  dollars,  and  furnishing  a  good  bedstead,  bedding,  and 
furniture  for  a  room,  or  upon  the  payment  of  seventy  dol¬ 
lars  without  the  furniture. 

Second. — When  they  are  pensioners  on  any  Benevolent 
Institution  or  Society,  it  is  expected  their  pensions  will  be 


> 
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continued  to  assist  in  their  support,  and  that  their  funeral 
expenses  will  be  defrayed. 

Third. — Those  who  have  any  property  are  required  to 
secure  the  same  to  the  Institution  before  they  are  admit¬ 
ted.  In  case  of  their  obtaining  property  after  their  admis¬ 
sion,  if  they  remain  in  the  Asylum,  it  will  also  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  it  over  to  this  Institution. 

Fourth. — Furniture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the 
Asylum,  are  to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution. 

Fifth. — Persons  may  be  admitted  as  boarders,  but  not  to 
the  exclusion  of  such  as  are  entirely  dependent. 

Sixth. — No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  boarder  unless 
satisfactory  security  be  given  for  the  regular  payment  of 
the  board.
